Curious archivist 
locates ‘lost’ art 
of Gallaudet grad 


An old, empty house with boarded- 
up windows and doors, surrounded by 
grounds growing wild with weeds. A 
musty basement full of dusty old crates. 

Add a young man with a bent for 
adventure plus a benevolent older man 
with a feeling for history. 

All the ingredients of a real thriller. 
The story began one day two years 
ago when Mike Olson, Gallaudet’s pro- 
cessing archivist, was walking near the 
Library of Congress. He+passed the old 
house at 322 East Capitol Street. Olson 
knew the place as Bryant House, the 
former residence of Arthur Bryant, an 
1880 Gallaudet graduate and later art 

teacher and Baptist minister. 

Curiosity prompted Olson to look 
closer. 

From a public notice posted on the 
old building, Olson learned that the 
property was owned and being 
renovated by Orval Hansen, a former 
U.S. representative from Idaho who 
now lives in Virginia. 

Olson wondered if Hansen was 
aware of the house’s role in Gallaudet’s 
past. He decided to write to Hansen 
explaining the house’s unique historical 
significance and to ask permission to 
tour the premises. 

Hansen replied by inviting Olson and 
professor emeritus Francis Higgins to 
tour the house. Higgins had described 
Bryant House in his 1985 publication,

“A History of the Calvary Baptist 
Church of the Deaf.” 

The tour revealed 30 “lost” paintings 
by Bryant and a collection of more 
than 125 books, all stored in the 
basement. 

“We were especially surprised to find 
the paintings,” said Olson. “Apparently 
no one knew or remembered that they 
were there.” 

Olson described the importance of 
the artifacts to Hansen and urged him 
to donate any unwanted items to 
Gallaudet. 

Hansen responded by donating all of 
Bryant’s books and 16 of his paintings. 
The remaining paintings—portraits of 
the Bryant family—are now being 
restored and, when completed, will 
hang in the renovated house. 


When work on the house was com- 
pleted last summer, Hansen opened it 
without charge to the deaf community 
for meetings and social events. 

The paintings of rural New England, 
apparently one of Bryant’s favorite sub- 
jects, are now part of the Gallaudet ar- 
chives. One of Olson’s jobs is cleaning 
them. During the cleaning process one 
painting in particular, a vivid rendering 
of a trout catch against a muted land- 
scape, struck Olson as familiar. 

Later, while searching through an 
album that once belonged to Bryant, 
Olson found a photo of the art 
teacher’s Kendall Green studio. There. 
in the forefront of the century-old 
photo, was the painting of the trout 
catch.

Renowned journal 
returns to Campus 
after 18-year hiatus 


The oldest continuing educational 
publication in the United States is back 
on Kendall Green. 


The American Annals of the Deaf, 
absent from the campus for 18 years, 
is housed at MSSD. 


“Gallaudet is the logical place for the 
publication to have its offices.” said 
Robert Davila, vice president of Pre- 
College Programs. “The alliance of the 
Annals and Gallaudet, going back to 
1858, is a resumption of a long-standing 
and mutually rewarding relationship.” 


The Annals, published five times an- 
nually, is the official organ of the Con- 
ference of Educational Administrators 
Serving the Deaf (CEASD) and the 
Convention of American Instructors of 


the Deaf (CAID). 


Founded in 1847 by the faculty of 
the American School for the Deaf 
(ASD), the Annals is also the oldest 
journal in the world related to the 
education of deaf people. 


When CAID organized in 1850, it 
assumed responsibility for the publica- 
tion. CAID continued managing the 
Annals until 1861 when its publication 
was interrupted by the Civil War. 


In 1868, at the first meeting of the 
Conference of Superintendents and 
Principals, a proposal was made to 
revive the Annals. That same year, it 
moved to Gallaudet and stayed for a 
century. 


In 1968, CEASD’s national head- 
quarters in Silver Spring, Maryland 
became “home” to the publication. 


The list of Annals’ editors includes 
such familiar names as Edward Allen 
Fay. Irving Fusfield, Elizabeth Benson 
and Powrie V. Doctor. The present 
editor is McCay Vernon, noted psy- 
chologist, author and faculty member 
at Western Maryland University. Dr. 
Vernon has served six consecutive 
three-year terms as editor since 1969. 


An annual directory issue has also 
been published since the Annals’ initia- 
tion. Edited by William and Helen 
Craig since 1970, the directory is now 
called the “Reference Issue.” 


According to Dr. Davila. who is also 
president of CEASD, President Jerry 
C. Lee recently signed a contract with 
CEASD providing for Gallaudet to 
publish the next issue of the Annals. A 
long-term contract is being developed. 


Plans are underway-to provide on- 
campus editorial and subscription ser- 
vices. An off-campus commercial com- 
pany will print the Annals.

Singapore, Malaysia, Thailand, Hong 
Kong, the People’s Republic of China. 
Taiwan, Japan and the Philippines. 

“The trip was a learning as well as 
teaching experience,” said Jeff. “We 
learned a lot about the lives of deaf 
people in those countries, and about 
how important it is to establish a work- 
ing relationship with them. These peo- 
ple are hungry for knowledge of sign 
language and of how they can improve 
their lives.” 

One of the problems in those coun- 
tries is a lack of advocacy for deaf peo- 
ple, said Nancy. “They are far behind 
the United States in positive attitudes 
toward deafness, they don’t have a 
can do’ attitude—a sense of deaf 
pride. Most of the people I met were 
shocked that I had so much experience 
for a deaf person my age.” 

The Lewises spent the last part of 
their tour in the Philippines conducting 
a Deaf Education Training Program for 
Peace Corps volunteers.
